WASHINGTON, June 25 (AP) 


~The Justice Department dis- 


closed today it has been trying 


without success to find the de- 
tailed statements of campaign 
contributions filed with the 
House by the two major politi- 
cal parties for 1952 and for 
some previous years. 


The department said it had 
been unable to gy" a 
these statements now 
even if they are still 
istence. 

Officials asserted the records 
were sought in connection with 

“various investigations,” includ- 
ing those being carried forward 
by the federal grand jury at St 
Louis, which is inquiring into 
tax irregularities. 

The department disclosed its 
hunt for the statements by mak- 
ing public a batch of. corres- 
pondence, including letters to 
Vice President Nixon, presiding 
officer of the Senate, and House 
Speaker Rayburn (Dem.), Texas, 
telling them of the situation. 


Need Explained. 


The department said that re- 
cently certain allegations were 
investigated by its criminal di- 
vision 
amination of the statement of 
contributions” filed.by the Re- 
publican national treasurer for 
1952 and by the Democratic na- 
tional treasurer for 1951 and 
1952. , 

The correspondence, with- 
holding details, said that the 
FBI wants the Republican 
statement and the Internal Rev- 
enue Service is seeking the 
Democratic statements. 


Among the letters was one to 
the special Senate Committee 
to Investigate Political Activi- 
ties and another to the House 
Government Information | sub- 
committee. They were asked to 
help locate the campaign con- 
tribution statements. 

The letters to Nixon and Ray- 
burn advise dthem that the de- 
partment had been in contact 
with National Archivist Wayne 
C. Grover, and House Clerk 
Ralph R. Roberts, but that re- 
sponses from these two “have 
been quite inconclusive.” 

Possession Not Denied. 

“Neither has stated categori- 
cally that he does not possess 
these documents, but both have 
raised the question whether 
there is any requirement for 
such records to be preserved,” 
the department said in dis- 
cussing the Nixon-Rayburn let- 
ters. 

Assistant Attorney General 
Warren Olney III said in a let- 
ter to Chairman McClellan 
(Dem.), Arkansas, of the Senate 
Special Committee that he had 
noticed newspaper stories which 
intimated the political contribu- 
tion records may have been de- 
stroyed. 

Olney said he was reluctant 
to believe this since, he said, 
the law provides penalties up 
to three years imprisonment 
and $2000 fine for unauthorized 
destruction of Government 
records. 

The letters said the law re- 
quires these statements to be 
kept open for public inspection 
for two years, after which they 
are sent to the National 
Archives for preservation. 

Olney said that an. inquiry 
at National Archives brought 
the response that records of 
this sort may be made avail- 
able only by a House directive. 

Deputy Attorney General 
William P. Rogers said in a 
letter to Rayburn: 

“It is not the object of this 
correspondence to determine 
responsibility for failure to pre- 
serve these records if such is

Pressure and counter-pres- 
Sure were evident among Dem- 
ocratic governors on hand here 
for the fortv-eighth annual Con- 
ference of Governors. After 
weekend preliminaries, the 
“non-political” conference 
moved today into discussion of 
such mutual state problems as 
education and highways. 

The conference actually gave 
Gov. Averell Harriman of New 
York a chance to court uncom- 
mitted Democratic Governors in 
his challenge to Adlai E. Stev- 
enson, for the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination. 

Ninth-Inning Victories. 

He invited 24 of his fellow 
Democratic Governors present 
to drop in to his hote! suite to- 
morrow evening. 

(The New York Times quoted 
Harriman as saying, “There are 
an awful lot of ball games be- 
ing won this year in the ninth 
inning.” He declined to specu- 
late as to how many deiegate 
votes he will have on the early 
ballots or to discuss other can- 
didates. 

(He emphasized that he does 
not intend to use the confer- 
ence to make a direct bid for 
support. “I will not go around 
buttonholing anyone,” he de- 
clared. But, he went on, “I will 
be available if anyone wants to 
talk to me.”) 

The Democrats admitted free- 
ly they expected to talk some 
politics this week. Republican 
Governors stuck to the party 
line that President Eisenhower 
will run and win again, what- 
ever the Democrats did 

Clash With McKeldin. 

Harriman said today that the 
Eisenhower administration has 
given the nation “the reputa- 
tion of being warlike.” 

The statement was challenged 
promptly by Maryland’s Repub- 
lican Gov. Theodore R. Mc- 
Keldin. 

“Of course we are not war- 
like,’ McKeldin said. They ap- 
peared on an NBC television 
panel discussion. 


Democratic Gov. A. B. ‘Hap-

A labor court in the Kassel 
region recently ruled that a 
woman employe could not be 
dismissed simply because she 
wore lipstick. 

Now a court in the Westphal- 
ian city of Herten has backed 
up an employer who fired a

lipstick.

cases. The first involved a sec- 
retary, working in a large oifice, 
where the office manager had 
laid down a flat ruling of “no 
lipstick.”

caped in a car waiting nearby 

Shaw had been about to go 
home for lunch from a special 
court where he presides over 
cases brought under the state 
of emergency which Britain has 
proclaimed on Cyprus 

Area Roped Off. 

Immediately after the shoot- 
ing police roped off the area 
of the attack in the Aremenian 
quarter inside the walled old 
city. The district was teeming 
with Cypriots who normally go 
home for a three-hour lunch 
break. 

Some tried to break through 
the troop cordon by climbing 
over the walls. The British 
troops opened fire, wounding 
one woman in the arm 

Shaw came to Cyprus last 
November to take charge of the 
special court, which has a repu- 
tation for strictness and severity 
in dealing with rebel cases. He

Sentenced Two Who Missed. 

The United Press said it was 
Shaw who passed death sen- 
tences earlier this month on 
two Greek Cypriots for shoot- 
ing at two British soldiers, even 
though they missed.

ADM. ERNEST J. KING

Fleet Adm. Ernest J. King 
was the first man ever to hold 
the double job of Commander- | 
in-Chief of the United States 
Fleet and Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions. 

A tough, hard-bitten officer, | 
King was praised generally as 
a fighting leader who never’! 
gave up. He was. once described 
as the only man who could have 
fought an eight-front sea war 


while building a five-ocean 
navy. 
That he succeeded was at- 


tested by the performance of 
the United States Navy in World 
War II, the biggest, hardest-hit- | 
ting fleet the world has ever 
seen. It destroyed the Japanese 
Navy, whipped the German sub- 
marine menace in the Atlantic 
and helped win the Pacific 
bases from which Japan was 
blasted into submission. 

King was born Nov. 23, 1878, 
the son of a Lorain (O.) machin- 
ist. By the time he was 26, his 
ambition was to get to the top 
of the Navy. He did it by mas- 
tering the three elements of 
modern naval warfare—air, sur- 
face and undersea power. 

Fourth in Class. | 

King entered the Naval Acad- 
emy in 1897. He served two 
years as a naval cadet in the 
Spanish-American War and was 
graduated fourth in his class in 
1901. 

In 1915 he joined the staff 
of Adm. Henry T. Mayo. He 
served with him throughout 
World War I. When Mayo be- 


came commander-in-chief of the 


Atlantic Fleet, King served as 
his aide and then as assistant 
chief of staff 

As a member of Mayo's staff, 
King saw the 1917-1918 battle 
of the Atlantic from the best 
possible vantage point, gaining 
experience which helped fight 


German U-boats in World 
War II. 
In 1925, King became com- 


mander of the submarine base 
at New London, Conn. There 
he achieved the first of many 
“impossibles.” He salvaged the’ 
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stars as 


submarine S-51 which sank in 
132 feet of water off Block 


-island,..It took six months, but 


King got the S-51 up. He was 
awarded the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Medal for his work. 


Became Air Expert. 

In 1927, when he was 49 
years old—when experts said 
he was too old to learn to fly— 
he decided it was just the right 
time to iearn about aircraft. 
So he volunteered for air duty, 
quickly learned to fly and be- 
came an expert. 

In 1930, King became skipper 
of the carrier Lexington. 

In 1933, the late President 
Roosevelt was shocked to dis- 
cover that a list of candidates 
for the job of Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics did not in- 
clude a single admiral who 
could fly. The President threw 
away the list and chose King. 

King developed United States 
naval air power to a point never 
reached by any other navy. 

The admiral’s own experience 
with submarines gave him faith 
in underseas craft as a powerful 
war weapon.” This faith was 
justified during World War II: 
United States submarines de- 
stroyed more than half of all 
Japanese ships, sent to the bot- 
tom in the four war years. His 
knowledge of submarine war- 
fare also helped keep the Allies 
at least one jump ahead of the 
German U-boat commanders in 
the battle of the Atlantic. 

In the Pacific, the Navy 
under King’s over-all direction 
fulfilled the classical function 
of a fleet—to seek out and de- 
stroy the enemy’s ships, thus 
gaining command of the sea. It 
also played a leading role in the 
destruction of enemy air forces 
and the shattering of enemy 
home defenses.

Gullett came to Mrs. Howe 
ard’s apartment shortly before 
noon yesterday and held a quiet 
conversation with his wife, who 
had filed suit for divorce. Then 
he left, Mrs. Howard said, and 
Mrs. Gullett went to the base- 
ment to prepare some clothes 
for ironing. 

A short time later, Mrs. 
Howard heard her daughter 
scream. Mrs. Howard ran to a 
neighbor's house and tele- 
phoned police. When officers 
arrived they found the bodies 
of Mr. and Mrs. Gullett. The 
boy was standing nearby. 

Mrs. .Gullett, 39 vears old, 
had been shot in the chest. Her 
husband, 44, was shot in the 
abdomen.

“All records required by law 
to be filed .in the National | 
Archives are on deposit with 
that agency... 


“Upon your application any 
statements that may have been 
preserved beyond the two-yéar 
requirement of the Federal Cor- 
rupt Practices Act will be made 
available for your inspection in 
the file room of the House of 
Representatives.” 

In response to inquiries con- 
cerning this offer, department 
officials said the records sought 
“have not been made available 
anywhere at any time.”

Real Estate Fees 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

We too are victims of the brok- 
erage fee racket. We have a home 
which we have been trying to sell. 
In good faith, we signed with the 
agent to help us sell to our advan- 
tage. It now seems as if everyone 
is getting a slice of it but us. 

We've reduced the price below 
what we paid for it on FHA. Now 
only three years old and in excel- 
lent condition, the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration says it's worth $2000 less 
than we paid. 

Now, along comes the brokerage 
fee—4 per cent for us, the sellers, 
to pay and the buyer only pays |! 
per cent. We, also have a 5 per cent 
agent's fee arid a penalty for pay- 
ing off our FHA loan. 

We've always had to pay for our 
own loans and we don't intend to 
pay a fee for someone else to get a 
loan. 

We've rented the house instead of 
giving it away. Someone is getting 
their pockets lined with gold, but we 
aren't going to help. + 

The real estate agents do not re- 
ceive any part of the loan commis- 
sions now being charged by mort- 
gage lenders as their fee to arrange 
a G.I. or FHA loan. 

A realtor charges a 5 per cent 
sales commission on improved prop- 
erties, which rate is printed on his 
listing form and is understood by 
the sellers at the time of such list- 
ing of their property. 

The majority of loan companies, 
and so-called loan brokers, do not 
tell the realtor nor the sellers of the 
property what the loan commission 
will be on G.I. or FHA loans until 
four or five weeks have elapsed, 
and everyone involved has become 
exceedingly anxious. 

Then they will tell you that if 
the sellers will agree to pay from 
4 to 7 points, they think they will be 
able to place the loan: it may be 
more before the loan is actually se- 
cured, if at all. 

It is a vicious practice and applies 
largely to G.I. and FHA loans, and 
thereby goes a long way to defeat 
the purpose for which this type 
loan was made available by the Con- 
gress of the United States, and I 
suggest that the Congress should 
investigate the local loan sharks. 

This condition is not national so 
Jet's ask our local mortage bankers’ 
association to please explain this 
situation to our local population.

Had the sagacious Mr. Dooley kept his eyes 
on Capitol Hill for the last few decades, he 
might have observed'that “Congressmen do not 
follow the election returns; they follow the ir- 
removable bosses from Dixie.” 

The fact is that some Southern Democrats 
and the more conservative Republicans, although 
unable to dominate their own party conventions 
and councils, frequently have combined to block 
legislation urged by an Administration, Repub- 
lican or Democratic, and seemingly desired by 
a majority of the electorate. 

By relying on seniority and parliamentary 
maneuvers—and because Northern Democrats 
sometimes were too solicitous for party unity— 
this Dixiecrat-Old Guard coalition has operated 
as a “third party,” powerful enough to frustrate 
public sentiment as expressed at the polls. 

So it is unusually noteworthy that young Rep- 
resentative Richard Bolling—a Democrat from 
Kansas City and Jackson County's Fifth Dis- 
trict-— organized a successful revolt against 
the coalition. And he did it in the House 
Rules Committee, the combination'’s most effec- 
tive instrumentality. 

Under the chairmanship of veteran Demo- 
cratic Representative Howard Smith of Vir- 
ginia, this committee had long kept the school 
construction bill from the House. Joined by 
four Democrats and three Republicans, Bolling 
defeated the chairman, 8 to 3, to get the bill 
out of committee. And it seems that his group 
will get the civil rights bill to the House floor 
in the same way. 

Thomas L. Stokes suggests that the revolt 
may be ofty for the forthcoming national ¢cam- 
paign. Northern Democrats believe that an ef- 
fort to pass these measures will help them to 
hold the votes of Negroes and other minorities. 
Some Republicans, on the other hand, are happy 
enough to have a debate and a vote because 
they feel the issues will cause a deep split be- 
tween Northerners and Southerners in this sum- 
mer'’s Democratic convention. Certainly many 
Southerners are opposed, especially if the anti- 
segregationist Powell amendment is attached to 
the school bill. 

But these immediate implications may have 
long-range importance. Since Harry Truman lost 
not only much Southern support but also New 
York in 1948 and still won the presidency, 
Northern Democrats may conclude that the 
South is not as important to them as once it 
seemed. 

By the same token, Northern Republicans— 
especially those from urban areas—may feel 
that it is to their advantage to disassociate them- 
selves from the stand-pat element in their party. 

We shall see what we shall see. But regard- 
less of party preferences, it would be a gain for 
popular government if Representatives spoke 
after elections as they do before. It would be a 
gain if Democrats and Republicans alike pushed 
party policies as formulated in their conven- 
tions, instead of being frustrated by a “third 
party” which is not on the ballots and which 
has no genuine popular mandate. 

Meanwhile it is encouraging to see Represen- 
tative Bolling and his Democratic and Republi- 
can “rebels” show that the old bosses really 
are not the masters of Congress—at least not 
unless most Congressmen prefer to follow the 
Dixiedrats rather thah the election returns, 
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How to Speed County Traffic 

One of the major recommendations in a pro- 
posed master traffic control plan under study 
by a Chamber of Commerce committee is for a 
basic 30-mile-an-hour speed limit throughout St. 
Louis county. 

This is an idea with more than a little appeal. 
If the Chamber can persuade the governing 
bodies in the county's 90-odd municipalities to 
agree, less confusion among motorists and some- 
what less congestion in areas now zoned for 
20-mile speeds could be expected 

But a more effective way of relieving conges- 
tion is to prohibit parking on the traffic flow 
side of main arteries during rush hours. The 
business districts of many county communities 
lie athwart main streets. And in far too many 
cases the efficiency of a four-lane road is cut 
in half by the presence of parking meters and 
parked cars along each curb 

Prohibiting parking on main arteries during 
rush hours permits a 100 per cent increase 
in the trafficecarrying efficlency of any street, 
It is a simple, obvious idea and it doesn’t cost 
a dime to put into effect. All that Is necessary 
is to persyade a few municipal officials to act.

Right Course on Al Sarena 
teferring the file of the Al Sarena case to the 
Department of Justice, as the majority of the 
investigating committee proposes, seems the 
manifestly proper course. 

It is unfortunate that the members of the 
House Government Operations Committee have 
divided along straight party lines. The Republi- 
cans on the committee should be as much con- 
cerned as the Democrats to keep the United 
States Treasury from being milked by false 
mining claims. And the central facts of this case 
are clearjwegardless of partisan position. 

The Al Sarena Mining Co. obtained more than 
a quarter of a million dollars’ worth of timber 
for $2375 by filing a mining claim whose false- 
ness has been amply shown by the fact that no 
mining has since been done though timber-cut- 
ting has proceeded apace 

The Democratic majority on the investigating 
committee wants this mining claim canceled. It 
charges that Undersecretary of the Interior 
Clarence Davis violated the law by using secret 
methods of favoritism to grant a claim that had 
already been denied as specious by former In- 
terior Secretary Chapman and by the United 
States Forest Service. The investigating Demo- 
crats want the Attorney General to go over the 
testimony to determine if some of it is false. 

What ‘s wrong with any of-that? 

If, as the Republican members are trying to 
prove, the investigation was politically inspired, 
a test of the findings at law should be the best 
way of showing as much. And whether the inves- 
tigation was inspired by partisan politics or by 
motives as white as snow, the results are still 
stubbornly there. 

The mistake of granting the Al Sarena claim 
was had enough. Blind defense of it compounds 

; 


the error. A quarter of a million dollars out of 
the public pocket is not political, it is financial. 

It is strange indeed that it should be mem- 
bers of the party in power, affiliated with a 
dominantly’ budget-conscious Administration, 
who would want te write off this costly blunder. 
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As to Ill Presidents 

A good deal of bad history about the illnesses 
of Presidents is being circulated these days. 
Some newspaper readers are being told, for 
example, that Franklin D. Roosevelt was a “dy- 
ing man” when he ran for re-election in 1944, 
but that a conspiracy of silence kept this fact 
from the people. 

Mr. Roosevelt died of a cerebral hemorrhage. 
No evidence .whatever has been produced to 
support the view that this affliction or any an- 
ticipatory illness had been either detected or 
concealed at the time of the ‘election. 

It was obvious to everybody in the fall of 1944 
that the President was a desperately tired man. 
So were many men in other war jobs who, like 
their Commander-in-Chief, nevertheless had a 
national duty to perform. But it is unnecessary 
to create a Roosevelt myth in order to approve 
heartily of the Eisenhower Administration's 
stated policy of giving the public detailed infor- 
mation on the President's illness. 

The public did not get such information on 
Woodrow Wilson, when he was lying virtually 
disabled by paralysis for weeks toward the end 
of his term. Nor was there much reliable news 
abeut the iliness that struck down President 
Harding in midsummer, 1923, and soon there- 
after tor his life. 

This was at the very time when the scandals 
of the Harding Administration were breaking 
around its amiable snd easy-going chief. The 
first postwar Republican President, he went to 
Alaska in the hope of getting relief from the 
betrayals of trust only to have the troubles fol- 
low him by telegram. En route to California, he 
became ill reportedly of “ptomaine poisoning.” 
In San Francisco his doctors said he was suffer- 
ing from “utter exhaustion.” He was seized with 
“bronchopneumonia” and grew worse. Allan 
Nevins, writing the article on the unfortunate 
President in the Dictionary of American Biogra- 
phy, says cautiously, “the cause of his death was 
stated to be embolism.” 

Anyone who goes back to the newspaper files 
of the time will find that people were pretty 
much In the dark as to the true condition of 
their President and what had brought it on,

The Vote in Iceland 

The Communists no doubt will exploit as much 
as they can the failure of the Conservatives in 
Iceland to stem the tide of opinion in favor of 
ousting American troops from the NATO base. 

In Sunday's elections the ruling Conservatives 
appear to have lost two seats while the Pro- 
gressive-Social Democratic coalition, which has 
been clamoring for the departure of American 
troops, gained three. With 25 seats against 19 
for the Conservatives, the left coalition is now 
the strongest party and lacks only two seats 
of a clear majority in parliament. The Com- 
munists, with seven, could provide that margin if 
they wished. They are, of course, vociferous in 
the “Americans, Go Home’ movement. 

If the government insists on sending the 
American troops home—as it has a right to do 
after 18 months’ notice and consultation with 
other NATO powers—the reasons will probably 
be as much social as political or military. The 
presence of relatively highly paid Americans in 
a small country, and the influx of dollars which 
accounted for 18 per cent of the island's income, 
were bound to create resentments and friction. 

In. the absence of actual war, the most impor- 
tant function of the Iceland base is its role in 
the Distant Early Warning radar screen, de 
signed to protect’'the North American continent 
from surprise attack. The left coalition’s cam- 
paign hint that American “technicians” might 
be permitted to remain suggests that even 
though some military deactivation of the base 
may lie ahead, the radar screen may remain. 
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Ready for Highway Action 

When this month ends the nation should be 
ready for a bold new highway building program 
Senate and House conferees have agreed on 
final legislation to be pushed through Congress. 

In general, the final bill is just what the 
country has been led to expect from long con- 
gressional debate. The bill combines a 13-year 
highway building program with a 16-year pro- 
gram of new road-use taxes to support it. Out of 
this would grow a 41,000-mile interstate system 
of superhighways costing the Federal Govern- 
ment $25,000,000,000 plus other improvements 

The conferees settled one important difference 
between House and Senate. The House had pro- 
posed apportioning federal aid to the states on 
the basis of their reports of what they needed 
The Senate more cautiously voted to continue 
the present formula which fixes federal aid on 
the basis of population, area and road mileage 

Most Congressmen agree that a better aid 
formula would recognize state needs for assist- 
ance. But real needs cannot be judged simply 
on what the states say they need. So the con- 
ferees agreed with the Senate on continuing the 
present formula for three years. After that Con- 
gress will decide how to apportion funds for the 
remaining 10 years of the program in accordance 
with actual state-by-state construction costs. 

This is a sensible compromise. As a result, 
congressional leaders hope the bill can be 
signed by President Eisenhower before the new 
fiscal year begins July 1. After a year-long de- 
bate on roads, the nation is about ready to begin 
building them. 
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Oldest Senator in History 

Since records are being set every day in the 
worlds of sports and transportation and distance, 
it was inevitable that sooner or later a new one 
would be set in seniority in the Senate. Senator 
Theodore Francis Green of Rhode Island has 
become the oldest man ever to serve in the 
upper branch of Congress. The spritely, dapper 
New Englander, who will be 89 on Oct. 2, has 
eclipsed the age mark of 88 years 8 months and 
14 days which had stood since 1898 when Sen- 
ator Justin Smith Morrill of Vermont died in 
office. 

Methuselah is remembered in Biblical history 
only for the years he attained. This will not 
be said of Senator Green. He is serving his 
twentieth year in the Senate and before that he 
served two terms as Governor of Rhode Island. 
He is now chairman of the Senate Rules Com- 
mittee and he ranks second to Senator George 
on the majority side of the Foreign Relations 
Committee. The people of Rhode Island are 
enthusiastic about bis progressive voting record 
as is shown by the fact that they give-him big- 
ger margins every time he runs for re-election. 

Last fall this senior Senator wore out hosts 
at various points in the Far East where he went 
on a mission for the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee. The race is not always to the young as 
Rhode Island's Senator Green has more than 
proved.

Highways in the Home ‘Stretch 


Missouri and whole nation will’ benefit from huge highway

At last a long range highway pro- 
gram—the biggest in peace time history 

is just around the corner. 

The next 13 years should see the 
completion of the 40,000 mile Interstate 
System that will link 42 state capitals 
and 90 per cent of all cities with a pop- 
ulation over 50,000. Present plans by 
the Bureau of Public Roads call for all 
but about 7000 miles to be more than 
two lanes and in some instances as 
many as eight lanes. 


Most of this mileage will be limited 
access which means controlled entry 
and exit points and no stop lights. This 
will be accomplished by the frequent 
use of clover-leafs, underpasses and 
overpasses. Every precaution will be 
made to incorporate all the known safe- 
ty features for the protection of the 
highway user. 

The giant highway construction pro- 
gram will not materialize any too soon 
to relieve increasing traffic congestion 
or to stop the rapidly mounting loss of 
lives and property. Traffic has been in 
excess of facilities ever sincé World 
War II: but with new highway legisla- 
tion, relief is in sight. 


The lag in construction of adequate 
highways has never been due to the 
unawareness of the need for them by 
the public, nor the unwillingness of the 
state highway departments to do the 
job—it has been the everlasting ques- 
tion of insufficient funds. With the Fed- 
eral Government bearing 90 per cent 
of the financial cost for the completion 
of the Interstate System, matching 
funds previously used for tgis purpose 
can be shifted to the primary, urban 
and farm-to-market roads. 


This should mean a tremendous con- 
struction boom to Missouri as it will 
more than double the present amount 
of money spent on highways under the 
ten-year road program. Due to the fore- 
sight of the Missouri Highway Depart- 


ment advance surveys and plans have 
been made of the state’s needs. The 
services of consulting engineers were 
retained to design and draft plans for 
the completion of the Interstate Sys- 
tem and to bring the other systems up 
to standards. There should be no delay 
in getting under way once the money 
is available. 

Highway personnel should be ade- 
quate or sgon will be as the personnel 
division has made a concerted effort to 
entite young engineers and other spe- 
cialists to join their staff. With higher 
Starting salaries and a retirement plan, 
the department can now be competitive 
with private industry. 

With the lowest gas tax in the nation 
the Highway Department has done an 
excellent job and it can be anticipated 
that we shall continue to get the most 
for our highway dollar. 

There are sufficient contractors to 
carry out the program and the con- 
struction industry in Missouri is geared 
for the tremendous task ahead. Mr. J. 
George Robinson, manager, Associated 
General Contractors of Missouri, re- 
ports that there is no shortage of labor 
and the contractors of the state can 
easily handle three times the amount 
of work now being done. 

The only thing that could delay the 
program would be a continued shortage 
of necessary road building materials. 
There are shortages in some fields at 
the present time, such as cement and 
structural steel, but it is expected that 
these supplies will be adequate by 1957 
when the program is inaugurated. 

Missouri is ready for the big job 
ahead and with the completion of this 
multi-billion dollar program the motor- 
ist of tomorrow can thank the genera- 
tion of today for providing enough of 
the stuff on which the wheels run— 
roads. At long last, roads will be catch- 
ing up with the automobile in quantity 
and quality.

The President has asked Congress to 
authorize American participation in the 
international Organization for Trade 
Co-operation ‘OTC). The Wisconsin 
convention said No. 


The President has followed other 
Presidents in refusing to reveal execu- 
tive department information to Con- 
gress. The Wisconsin G.O.P. asked 
“careful review” of this policy. 

Two warnings to the President were 
voted. Mr. Eisenhower has urged 
strengthening and widening the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO), 
A convention resolution opposed Ameri- 
can participation in any form of world 
government or Atlantic community. 

While there has been no presidential 
approval of the idea of seating Red 
China in the U.N., there has been much 
talk of such action after the November 
elections. The Wisconsin G.O.P. declared 
it is “unalterably opposed” to having 
Red China in the U.N. and wants the 
United States to withdraw from the 
U.N. if this should happen.

FALCONER’S VOYAGE, by Hugh Hickling. (Hough- 
ton Mifflin Co., 256 pgs., $3.50.) 

“Falconer’s Voyage” is an interesting 
and generally well written novel about 
British LCT’s in World War II, the men 
who commanded them, the women they 
loved and left, and the effects of mo- 
notony and fear of death on adult male 
character.

There is sentimentality and the new 
writer’s weakness for al'iteration (it 
plagues Mr. Hickling) in this passage, 
but there is also an insight into him- 
self which Lieutenant Falconer has 
never practiced with the girls back at 
the club or as he hoisted a scotch with 
the flotillla commander and nodded 
affirmatively to a platitude. 

One feels, yes, this is how Falconer 
might have responded, even if the 
change has been remarkably swift. One 
wishes, however, Mr. Hickling could

Set of Eight Principles Includes Refusal of 
Gifts Which Might Place Future 


Burden on cane 


NEW YORK, June 25 (UP)— 
The presidents of seven pri- 
vately supported universities 
made public today a set of eight 
principles to guide their insti- 


tutions in seeking and accept- 
ing finafcial support from busi- 
ness and industry, 

The /presidents agreed that 
their schools’ names must not 
be used in advertising any 
equipment which may be given 
to them, that gifts which place 
a future burden on the univer- 
sity should be refused and that 
scholarship programs can bet- 
ter.be administered by the uni- 
versity than by a _ corporate 
donor. 

Concurring in the statement 
were presidents Lawrence 
Kimpton of the University of 
Chicago; Grayson Kirk of Co- 
lumbia: Deane Malott of Cor- 
nell: Nathan M. Pusey of Har- 
vard: Harold W. Dodds of 
Princeton; J. E. Wallace Ster- 
ling of Stanford, and A Whit- 
ney Griswold of Yale 

Points of Agreement. 

The principles to which they 
agreed were: 

1. Colleges have a “deep ob- 
ligation to society” which re- 
quires that they be able to dem- 
onstrate that they are getting 
“the greatest possible result 
for every dollar spent.” 

2 Private colleges and uni- 
versities “should make it their 
business to give corporation ex- 
ecutives an adequate under- 
standing of their nature, pur- 
poses and internal operations.” 

3. The unrestricted gift is the 
most useful gift which can be 
made to a college or university, 
especialy if it is made on an 
“annual recurring basis.” 

4. Special gifts “should not 
| impose a hidden cost upon the 
institution.” In this category, 
they mentioned the gift of a 
building without provision for 
maintenance, of a laboratory | 
without provision fo... equip- 
ment, or a ee without 
provision for \ the addifional | 
real cost of edicating the stu- 
dents.

We other day and found it not nearly so painful 
} as I had thought. “I Love Lucy” came up with 
their most requested old program, with Tennessee

I'D HAVE TO KNOW a good deal about his background 
to prescribe accurately, Mrs. I., but here are some general 
suggestions.

Watch the times of day when you bring up topics that 
are unpleasant to him.

Disguised as an amah, Maisie,

Nationalists no longer had suf- 
ficient funds to maintain a full 
embassy staff there. 

In the United States on a 
transit visa, Maisie and the 
children were joined by her 
husband and were later given 
permission to remain in the 
United States.

In the first place, the prime | 
coat of paint must get into the | 
wood pores if it’s going to hold | 


and if the pores are full of sap 
and gum the paint can’t get in. 


Secondly, you may find that 
paint applied over those sappy 
knots will soon be damaged by 
the gums and resins in the wood 
bleeding through the paint. 


Probably the best solution is | 


to allow the wood to weather as 
long as possible and let the sun 
draw out the gums in the wood 
pores. If you are in a hurry, 
try wiping down the wood with 
turpentine and adding a little 
more turp than usual to the 
prime coat, This dissolves the 
gums and resins in the pores 
and allows the paint to get in 
and hold. The knots should be 
wiped down with turpentine and 
then coated with shellac after 
the prime coat has beenfapplied. 
If they are very sappy, give 
them a couple of coats of shel- 
lac or aluminum paint.

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Haunting Words. 

AVE you ever been haunted 

by a word? A word which 

you are sure is wrong—and 
yet hear frequently from the 
lips of otherwise well-spoken 
people? Well, that’s the prob- 
lem facing one reader. But let 
him tell the story 

“We seem to be plagued by a 
word that is driving my wife 
and me crazy,” he writes. “This 
monster is the word ‘gotten.’ 
We seem to be finding this word 
used more and more in novels 
and stories written by some of 
the better authors. 

“Years ago in high school 
English, we were informed that 
the word ‘gotten’ was vulgar 
and consequently should not be 
used. To illustrate this point, 
our teacher related this yarn: 

“It seems that a man wish- 
ing to surprise his wife sent 
her a telegram informing her 
that he had tickets for a show 
she wanted to see. He wired 
“Have gotten tickets.” When 
transmitting the message, the 
telegraph operator made a slight 
error and the telegram arrived 
“Have got ten tickets,” so she 
appeared with eight guests, pro- 
viding a most expensive lesson.” 

“Please tell us if the word 
can be used and, if so, where. 
As matters now stand, we have 
just plain eliminated it from 
our vocabularies.” 

Well, my advice to the cor- 
respondent would be to restore 
“gotten” to his vocabulary and 
drop that story from his rep- 
ertory. It’s not a very believ- 
able yarn—and it serves only 
to demean a perfectly respect- 
able word. 

“Gotten” is an alternate past 
particle of the verb “to get.” 
In the United States it is heard 
almost as frequently as “got.” 
It’s a word which was a part of 
the vocabulary of the earliest 
Massachusetts Bay settlers and 
one which has remained in good 
standing ever since. But the 
fact that it has gradaally fallen 
into disuse in England during 
the last three centuries led 
some of our self-appointed 
guardians of language to try to 
decree its banishment from our 
American tongue. 

In language as in politics, 
though, the American public 
refuses to accept dictators or 
their decrees, so “gotten” re- 
mains just as acceptable today 
as it was when the Pilgrims 
landed.
